Christmas" apparently assured for 
all parts of New York state, after 
the first heavy snow-fall of the

Low-cost housing generally is 
located on areas cleared through 
elimination of unsuitable housing;. 
it was explained, but in some in-' 
stances the housing is established 
on, other sites pending completion 
of the" clearance 
project. Then 
later, if needed, additional housing 
units are built on the cleared 
area. 
In the event «- similar- plan- is 


followed locally the cleared area 
could be used temporarily for a 
playground or park pending its 
later possible need for housing:, 
the mayor said. 


Commissioner 
Stichman made 


an all-day tour of communities in 
Ulster, Dptchess and Westchester 
counties and announced last night 
that at the request of housing au- 
thorities in Kingston, Poughkoep- 
sie and Peekskill that he was 
planning to earmark state loan 
and subsidy 
funds 
to 
provide 
permanent public housing for low.- 
income families in these cities. 


Commissioner 
Stichman 
indi- 
cated that increased demands by 
many upstate cities for new state- 
aided low rent housing empha- 
sized the importance of Governor 
Thomas E. Dewe/s forthcoming 
recommendation to the legislature 
to increase the existing $435,000,- . 
000 state fund for this purpose to 
$735,000,000. The existing fund is 
almost entirely committed, he 
said. 


Development 
of 
state-aided 


housing in the three cities visited 
yesterday will bring to a total of 
21 the number of municipalities 
outside of New York city which 
participate in the state's housing 
and slum clearance program. 


Commissioner 
Stichman 
was 


accompanied 
on his inspection 
tour in Poughkeepsie by Mayor 
Horace S. Graham and members 
of the Poughkeepsie Housing Aui 
thority, of which the Rev. Philip 
A. Swartz is chairman. In Kings- 
ton, the commissioner was joined 
by Mayor Oscar V. Newkirk and 
members of the Kingston Housing 
Authority.

SPECIAL TAXES 


The problem of finding new sources of 


revenue is common to cities throughout the 
country. Many municipalities in New York 
State, including Kingston, are in the same 
boat—all experiencing increasing difficulties 
in securing sufficient revenues from tax on 
real estate to meet their obligations. 


In the City of Poughkeepsie the .1949 


Inidget as adopted includes the imposition of 
special taxes in the approximate amount of j 
.$350,000. Without these special taxes, the j 
Bridge City budget is out of balance. A pro- 
posed city retail sales tax was defeated by 
the Common 'Council and a substitute spe- 
cial taxes program which proposes five 
special levies was introduced and will be 
voted on December 28. 


It has been brought out that some of the 


reasons for the necessity of imposing special 
taxes are: Real estate under the law is sup- 
posed to be valued at full market .value and 
very few cities have increased their assess- 
ments to this extent; Under the state con- 
stitution cities cannot raise on a real estate 
tax more than two per cent of the averagrd 
assessed valuation of real estate for the last 
five years for general operating expenses of 
a city; With an increase in costs of 'labor 
and materials, cities must have more income 
to meet costs.' 


The City of Kingston, this year raised 


assessments about one third. As a result, the 
City of Kingston can raise taxes in 1949 the 
additional sum of about $32,000 in general 
taxes. 


Among the majpr items. Kingston must 


meet next year are the cost of Ulster County. 
government and the payment of bonds. It 
appears that the county budget.for 1949 
exceeds the cost in 1948 by approximately 
$200,000. This means that the City of Kings- 
ton will have to raise in 1949 about 560,000 
more than 1948 for this one item alone. In 
addition, the city in 1949 will have to pay off 
in bonds issued several years ago about 
$70,000 more than it did in 1948. 


The 1948 Legislature of the State of New 


York recognizing the plight of the cities en- 
acted legislation enabling cities with a popu- 
lation of over 25,000 to enact any or all of 
the following special taxes: a-retail sales 
tax not over two per cent; a tax not exceed- 
ing three per cent on the sale of food and 
drink in restaurants, cafes and bars, a tax 
not exceeding three per cent of the charge 
for the use of gas, electricity^ water in pipes, 
refrigeration or steam service, telephone or 
telegraph service; taxes on the privilege of 
selling liquor, wine or beer at retail on or 
off the premises'at a rate not in-excess of 
25 per cent of the license fee under the Al- 
coholic Beverage Law; taxes not in excess of 
five per cent on admissions to theatres, en- 
tertainments, athletic fields, bowling alleys 
and billiard, pool and ping pong tables; tax 
on coin operated amusement devices; taxes 
on v the use of private "passenger motor 
vehicles not in excess of 55 for a vehicle 
weighing 3,500 pounds; taxes.at the.rate of 
three-tenths of one per cent for the privilege 
of carrying on for gain any trade, business or 
profession or commercial activity. 


Whether Kingston can operate in 1949 


without any of these special taxes is a prob- 
lem which deserves the thoughtful consid- 
eration of all residents.

winter in olden days, I find; Janu- 
ary 5, 1904 thermometers, were 
shooting down to 20 and 30 . de- 
grees below zero! Could that be 
possible? Perhaps/ they were reg- 
istering them in the middle of 
the Hudson during the ice-harvest- 
ing time.

1916-17 found'Kingston in. the 
midst of good old-fashioned bliz- 
zards without a snow-plow, ex- 
cept perhaps the ones attached to 
the trolley cars! It seems at that 
time the city would hire private 
citizens with 'their horses and 
wagons and everyone just shoy- 
eled and shoveled.' 
"Horses . walked on the ice at 
East Kingston .yesterday," 'read 
an item dated January 14, '1897. 
I think old-timers still remember 
when taxis used to run across the' 
ice to catch trains on the Rhine- 
cliff-side. In-, fact I heard one of 
Morris Miller's taxis went through 
the ice and Into the -water and 
wasn't brought up- till thaw in 
:the spring. 
Ice harvesting was a vast in- 
dustry back, in the 1890's, so here's
